Mr. Bland Refuses Unanimous Consent—The 
Repeal Bill in Regular Order To- 
morrow — The Chinese 
Billin Senate.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Silver;repeal did not 
come up in the House today. Speaker 
Crisp says that, under the rules, the 
bill will be laid before the House to- 
morrow. It could come up by unani- 
mous consent today, but Mr. Bland said 
that unanimous consent would not be 
given. Mr. Bland was asked if some 
arrangement could not be made so that 
the day might be devoted to debate on 
the bill. He replied in the negative, de- 
claring that the rules must be followed. 
He said he thought no time could be 
fixed, in any event, for a vote, as the 
members who desired would be given 
an opportunity to speak on the bill. 

The rules of the House provide that 
the Speaker shall lay before the House 
all messages and bills coming from the 
Senate on the previous day. If the sil- 
ver repeal bill had reached the House 
last evening, before adjournment, it 
would have been in order the first thing 
this morning. 

Representative Livingston of Georgia 
favored asking unanimous consent to 
consider the bill today, and the taking 
of a vote at 5 p.m. tomorrow. The sil- 
ver men have been laboring with Mr. 
Bland to get his consent to this ar- 
rangement. 

One of the most interesting listeners 
to the closing debate in the Senate on 
the repeal bill. was. Moreton Frewen, 
the leading bimetallist of Great Britain. 
Frewen does not think the cause of bi- 
metallism by any means. hopeless, 
on the contrary, believes that the wide 
attention which has been drawn tothe 
subject by the discussion in the Senate 
will serve to force the question to the 
front, the world over, and he has no 
doubt that the very interests now clam- 
oring loudest for repeal will be forced 
by business exigencies to come to the 
support of silver coinage in a few 
vears. 

He has high admiration for the way 
in which the silver side of the question 
has been presented in the Senate, and 
regards Senator Jones of Nevada as 
one of the greatest authorities on 
finance in the world. One of the re- 
sults of his visit to America at this 
time may be the formation of an inter-, 
national association in the interest of 
silver. 

The question in the House on the re- 
port of the repeal bill, will be on con- 
cufring in the Senate amendment to 
the House bill, as passed yesterday. 
This amendment takes the form of a 
substitute, being the Voorhees bill 
instead of the Wilson bill, which the 
House passed. 


the recognition, in the bill passed by 
the Senate, of the principle of bi- 
metallism. 

The Senate, in all probability, will oc- 
cupy tomorrow with a bill extending 
the time for six months in which Chi- 
nese laborers can_ register under the 
Geary law.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—tThe Sen- 
ate opened with prayer, this morning 
for the first time since October 17. 
Senator Walthall, from the Commit- 
tee on Public Lands, reported the Sen- 
ate bill extending the time for final 
payments on desert land entries. The 
committee amended the bill so as to 
extend the time of payment for one 
year instead of three, and make it 
apply only to entry men who are un- 
able to pay. As amended, the bill was 
passed. 

The resolution authorizing the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture and Forestry to 
,eontinue during recess the investiga- 
tion of the state of agriculture as 
authorized by the resolution of April 
19, 1892, and March 3, 1883, were agreed 
to. 

Senator Blackburn of Kentucky of- 
fered the following resolution, which 
was agreed to: 

Resolved, that’ the Committee on 
Rules be instructed to inquire and re- 
port to the Senate what revision or 
amendments to the rules, if any, 
should be adopted to secure more effi- 
cient and satisfactory disposition of the 
business of the Senate. 

Senator Cockrell, from the joint com- 
mission on the conduct of business in 
executive departments, rdported fa- 
vorably the House bill relating to con- 
tracts for supplies which provides for 
a board to compare all bids received 
and recommend their acceptance or re- 
jection. 

The New York and New Jersey 
Bridge bill was then taken up and the 
remainder of the day's session was al- 
most entirely consumed with debate on 
the measure. The bill passed without 
division. 

Senator Gray of Delaware moved 
that the House Dill to amend 
the acts approved May 5, 1892, to pro- 
hibit the coming of Chinese persons 
into the United States be taken up so 
that it would become unfinished busi- 
ness. 

Senator Davis of Minnesota called 
for a division which resulted: Yeas 24;

Representative McMillin, the 
Committe on Ways and Means, then 
called up the bill to remit the duties on 
ammunition imported for the use of 
the navy during the trouble between 
the United States and Chili. The bill 
furnished the text for a speech by Mr. 
Reed. His criticism of Democratic 
economy led to a very lively tilt be- 
tween the ex-Speaker and Representa- 
tive Dockery of the Appropriations 
Committee. “The bill passed. 

Debate on the bankruptcy bill was 
resumed, and Representative Wolvetton 
of Pennsylvania spoke in support of 
the measure. 

Representative Cockran of New York 
from the Committee on Ways and 
Means presented a favorable report on 
the bill for the aid of the World’s Fair 
Prize-winners’ Exposition, to be held-in 
New York.

MADRID, Oct. 31.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The steamship Africa, 
from Melilla, arrived at Malaga today, 
and brought the information that Gen. 
Ortega had succeeded in relieving the 
garrison of Rostro Gordo and Cabreri- 
zas. 

Moors continue to make desultory at- 
tacks upon the Spanish lines. They are 
busily at work constructing trenches, 
which are advanced to within six hun- 
dred yards of the Spanish fortifications, 
in spite of the fire which the forts 
have continuously directed upon them. 

It is thought the Moors will make 4n- 
other attack upon the Spanish forces 
before the reinforcing troops arrive 
there, as it was noticed when the Af- 
rica sailed that detachments of Moors 
were arriving to reinforce the already 
immense hoarde of native troops sur- 
rounding the Spaniards. 

The soldiers at Fort Camalos are in 
the worst position, being the most ex- 
posed to the Arab attack. It is no 
longer denied that the Arabs and Moors 
around Melilla are now besieging the 
Spaniards, and the latter have all that 
they can do to hold their own. 
day which elapses without the arrival 
of reinforcements increases the gravity 
of the situation, and will force Spain 
to send more and more men to the 
front if she desires to drive those fight- 
ing tribesmen from the hills. 

Later.—A special dispatch just re- 
ceived here from Melilla has caused 
quite a commotion. The exact facts in 
connection with the dispatch were not 
made public, but enough is known to 
warrant the assertion that the military 
officers are discussing the great differ- 
ence existing between the reports of 
the number killed and wounded in the 
last battle before Melilla, as given out 
from official sources and those just re- 
ceived. 

The latter assert that at least one 
hundred Spaniards were killed; that 
more thn three hundred were wounded 
and that one hundred were captured, 
while others are reported as missing. 
The fate of the wounded and captured 
is said to be too terrible to contem- 
plate, in view of the shocking manner 
in which a number of wounded are al- 
ready known nto have’ been mutilatd.

LONDON, Oct. 31.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Brazilian Min- 
ister in this city, in an interview re- 
garding the alleged secret treaty, said 
to have been agreed upon by the 
United States and Brazil, is quoted as 
saying: 

“T received a dispatch from my gov- 
ernment yesterday, making a statement 
similar to the one cabled to the Asso- 
ciated Press. While it is possible 
that such a treaty, in the general con- 
ception of the words, does not exist, 
you can depend upon it that there is a 
good understanding between the two 
republics, and that the United States 
will not permit the restoration of the 
monarchy if it can prevent it. .The 
American warships have not gone to 
Rio de Janeiro for nothing.”

A COMPLICATED SITUATION. 


Russia Sides With France Through Suspicion 
of Germany’s Intentions, 

BERLIN, Oct. 31.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) There is no disguising 
the fact that considerable uneasiness 
exists in Europe at present over the 
situation of the powers, and this tun- 
easiness is increasing as the nature of 
the Franco-Russian alliance becomes 
better known. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten, in an 
article, which the best-informed people 
assert was at least instigated by His- 
marck, accounts for the Russian reply 
to the French advances, on the greund 
that Russia has been driven into fhe 
arms of France by a growing suspicion 
of Germany’s intimacy with England. It 
says: 

“The Dreibund in no way threatens 
Russia, but as soon as Russia became 
suspicious that it would be exercised in 
defense of England’s anti-Russian inter- 
ests, Russia’s resentment was immedi- 
ately aroused.”’ 

The Nachrichten also makes the as- 
sertion that a secret treaty exists be- 
tween Russia and Italy, by which the 
former ag¥ees to mediate in Italy’s fa- 
vor in Paris, under certain contingen- 
cies.

The representa- 
tives for the counties of the Northern 
Citrus Belt have already determined 
to have a building of their own. 

Here, then, are four buildings posi- 
tively decided on, and these would 
form a nucleus, if not the greater part 
of the colection proposed. There are 
a number of counties which have asked 
for reserved space in the Horticulture 
buildings for their county exhibits, but 
there are two or three counties in ad- 
dition to these who have the special 
building idea still under consideration.

COLLEGE GIRLS AND MARRIAGE, 


Something Wrong With Higher Education, 
as Half Become Old Maids. 

(St. Louis Republic:) The question of 
what becomes of the college girl is one 
of very considerable importance, and, 
with a view to throwing some light on 
it, and examination has been made of 
the history of Vassar graduates. The 
result is interesting, if not decisive. Of 
the first twenty-four graduating 
classes at Vassar, embracing 867 mem- 
bers, 315 were reported as married, 305 
as teachers, twenty-eight as physicians, 
thirty-nine as literary workers, and the 
rest as artists, bookkeepers, and _ so 
forth—five of them being ‘farmers,”’ 
and, let us hope, highly scientific ones. 

The main point is whether or not the 
college girl is less available for matri- 
mony on account of her distinguished 
attainments. The statistics seem to in- 
dicate that she is. Only 36 per cent. 
of marriages reported among graduates 
of Vassar is not a record of which 
that institution has reason to. be proud. 
It is said by the experts, however, that 
these figures are not fully reliable, and 
that very nearly half of the Vassar 


If-no more than hglf marry, there 
is certainly something wrong with the 
curriculum. The world would become 
uninhabitable if only 50 per cent. of 
the women in it married, leaving an 
equal percentage of men unprovided for, 
It would not do at all. 

It is said that if Vassar girls marry 
later, they marry better than girls who 
are not college-bred. This is open to 
very serious question, which may finally 
turn on what is meant by ‘‘better.’’ It 
does not appear that the husbands of 
Vassar girls have ever figured exten- 
sively among the great men of the 
world, the patriots, statesmen, scien- 
tists and philanthropists, whose work 
has been a blessing to mankind. It is 
certainly true that the husbands of 
women not educated at Vassar have 
been represented extensively in that 
class. 

If the statistics do not lie most out- 
rageously. Vasear is discouraging mat- 
rimony. Whether it does it by making 
its graduates over-fastidious in their 
attempts to select a husband, or 
whether there is something in their 
training that makes young men suspi- 
cious and wary in dealing with them, is 
less to the point than the fact that at 
least half of them are reported as con- 
firmed old maids.

He Collected a Firm’s Personal

But Failed to Make a Record of the 
Transaction, 


A Receipt and a Stub Which Tell the Story 
Of a Somewhat Crooked Piece of 
Business by a Trusted 
Official. 


' When the members of the Citizens’ 
League were seeking among the county 
records, last August, for data to present 
before the State Board of Equalization 
it became evident that certain firms in 
this city had escaped taxation for this 


and only 
the slightest intimation of the truth 
leaked out while the late grand jury 
was in session. This clew was followed 
up, and the full story, dealing with 
one of the supposed tax-shirking firms, 


the public. 
It is presumed that the facts here 
given, or most of them, were considered 
by the recent grand jury, and would 
probably have been acted upon had 
that body been allowed a longer fsenure 
of existence. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that the public is only at 
this late day accorded a glimpse of 
some of the misdeeds of trusted officials, 
but the wonder is that the whole thing 
has not come out long before this 
time, 
The firm of supposed ‘‘tax-dodgers”’ 
referred to is the wholesale.stove and 
plumbing establishment of W. W. Mon- 
tague & Co., at No. 122 North Los An- 
geles street. This firm actually paid the 
sum of $193.62 on April 25 last, as per- 
sonal taxes on an assessed valuation 
of $16,135, but no entry of the same 
appeared on the proper books at the 
Courthouse, when the data heretofore 
referred to was being compiled under 
the auspices of the Citizens’ League. 
In fact, it was not until October 16 last 
that the entry of the assessment of W. 
W. Montague & Co. was made in the 
personal property book of the county 
assessment roll, which entry should 
have been made at the time such taxes 
were collected. 
That the Montague firm has paid its 
taxes, and paid them promptly, is evi- 
dencéd by the following copy of a re- 
ceipt from one of the County Asses- 
sor’s regularly authorized deputies, 
dated April 25, 1893: 
No. 3286.

It will be seen by the above that the 
money was paid to Al Cobler, who of- 
ficiated as chief deputy during the ad- 
ministration of ex-Auditor El Ham- 
mond, that distinguished person, who 
made away with over $12,000 of county 
funds. Cobler was given a check for 
$193.62, on the California Bank, drawn 
to the order of himself. From the in- 
dorsements on the back of the voucher 
when it was returned to Montague 
& Co., and from other unimpeachable 
testimony, it remains undisputed that 
Cobler drew the money from the bank 
himself, on the same day. 

The stub-book, from which the Mon- 
tague receipt was detached is now in 
a vault in the Courthouse, and has 
been examined recently by several 
prominent citizens, who, if called upon, 
will testify to the fact that stub No. 
3286, which should correspond with the 
Montague receipt, has been either de- 
liberately falsified or strangely altered. 
Stub No. 3286, instead of showing, as it 
should, the collection of $193.62, tells an 
entirely different story. It reads: 

‘‘No. 3286. Received of F. A. Kel- 
logg, 60 cents, as tax on assessment of 
$50. Valuation of cigars, etc., at St. Elmo 
cigar-stand, April —, 1893.’’ 

This defalcation was discovered some 
time ago, and was reported to the 
County Assessor on or about the 14th 
of October last. Cobler, as the court 
records will show, was not brought to 
justice. That W. W. Montague & Co. 
had paid their personal taxes to Deputy 
Cobler-has been shown, and it has also 
been demonstrated that no record has 
been found of such payment on the 
day when the law and accurate book- 
keeping would demand such posting 
from the deputy assessor’s stub-book. 
That receipt No. 3286 calls for $193.62, 
and that stub No. 3286 only accounts 
for 60 cents are matters of record, both 
the receipt and stub having been exam- 
ined by reputable citizens. That Cob- 
ler not only turned in a false stub, but 
has not accounted for the sum of 
$193.62. is self-evident, and yet, when 
this ‘“‘little’’ discrepancy was discov- 
ered, no effort was made, at least thefe 
is no evidence that any effort was 
made, to bring the guilty party to jus- 
tice. That the Assessor was made 
aware of his subordinate’s defalcation 
will not be difficult to demonstrate, 
from the statements of the paries who 
informed him. That the Assessor knew 
on the 16th of October, just past, that 
Montague & Co. had paid their taxes, 
but had not thus far been given credit 
therefor, is evidenced by these facts: 

In the index to the Personal Prop- 
erty Roll of 1898, W. W. Montague & 
Co. are entered as being on page 186, 
and, after the entry. is written, in red 
ink, ‘‘Entered Oct. 16th, 1898, by F. E. 
Gray.”’ 

On pake 186 of the roll, the assess- 
ment appears: ‘Total valuation, $16,- 
135; tax paid to Assessor, $193.62; paid 
on April 25thz 1893."" After this entry 
also appears, in red ink, “‘Entered, Oct. 
16th, 1893.”’ 

From the above statement of facts 
from the official records, there does not 
seem to be ang doubt but what a def- 
aleation was committed by Cobler, 
which fact was also brought out before 
the grand jury. and the County As- 
sessor was made acquainted with the 
transaction. There is no evidence to 
show that Mr. Gray had any previous 
knowledge of his deputy’s shortcom- 
ings. and as soon as the matter was 
discovered, the money was made good, 
either by Mr. Gray himself, or recov- 
ered from Cobler, the fact that the en- 
tries are made in red ink going to show 
that there was no disposition to conceal 
the transaction on the records. After 
the shortage was discovered, of course, 
if the grand jury had been sustained, 
an indictment would have been returned 
against Cobler. and for this reason Mr. 
Gravy took no action. “Now that the

AMERICAN MANNERS IN ENGLAND 


Their Adoption by Society Leaders Sometimes 
Causes Awkward Blunders. 
It certainly is a fact that in En- 
gland nowadays what are known as 
‘American ways’ have obtained a 
widespread popularity among ultra- 
fashionable people. Notwithstanding , 
the decidedly radical change in En- 
glish manners and customs during the. 
last decade, the “insular English fe- 
male’ of a certain type still holds her 
own, and is as inveterate in her preju- 
dices and as narrow in her views as 
her gredt-grandmother was 100 years 
ago. To such a one the sight of an 
attractive American is like the red 
flag shown to a bull. An English offi- 
cer, who has a sense of humor, recently 
told a New York Tribune man a story 
of an amusing experience which befell 
him while traveling with his mother- 
in-law in the tidal train to Dover, not 
very long ago. be 
“It might be well to tell you in the 
first place,” he said, ‘“‘that I am afraid 
of the old lady, particularly as she 
holds the purse-strings, and can visit 
my misdemeanors on my head in very 
unpleasing fashion.

It was eviderittly ad- 
dressed to the lady’s husband; and-was 
signed by one of the proudest and best- 
known names in England. Like a 
flash, I realized who the whole party 
were, for I had seen many a photograph 
of the two lovely sisters, who were 
among the most famous of our English 
beauties, and whose names were always 
to be found on the most exclusive lists 
in the upper stratum of society, which 
is the accepted fashion-maker and guide 
to modern manners.’”’

The Salt Lake Railroad, 

The question of a railroad from Los 
Angeles to Salt Lake is again coming 
before our people, a Denver gentleman, 
M. Blake, having come to Los Angeles 
to endeavor to interest our citizens in 
the enterprise. When it is considered 
how enormous and manifest are the 
advantages which this section would 
derive from the building of such a road, 
and the comparatively small cost of 
its construction, the wonder is that the 
road has not been finished long ago. 
Not only would this give us a shorter 
and more direct route to the East, 
lessening the distance to Chicago by 
several hundred miles and connecting 
us with a score of railroads already 
constructed, but it would open up 
large and rich fields of coal and iron, 
giving Los Angeles what we so much 
need—cheap fuel—with all the manu- 
facturing possibilities which that in- 
cludes. 

It is understood that the promoters 
of this enterprise do not ask for any 
direct subsidy but only for subscrip- 
tion to the stock of the road, which 
ought to become within a few years a 
well-paying enterprise. It is difficult 
to conceive of any single undertaking 
which would do so much to hasten the 
growth of Los Angeles as the con- 
struction of a direct railroad to Salt 
Lake, through the coal and iron fields 
of Southern Utah and Nevada. The 
completion of such a road would un- 
doubtedly be followed by an upward 
movement all along the line, something 
similar to that which marked the arri- 
val of the Santa Fe. The people of 
Salt Lake are very anxious to shake 
hands with us across the desert. Los 
Angeles should not be backward in 
contributing all reasonable assistance 
and encouragement to this most im- 
portant enterprise. 


Stand Fast! 
The great Columbian Exposition, the 


| marvel and wonder of this nineteenth 


century of wonders, is a thing of the 
past. And that it should pass eut from 
being in silence and gloom, with flags 
at half-mast, and a whole vast city 
enveloped in mourning because of the 
deadly work of an assassin’s bullet, is 
a thing to be deplored. Instead of the 
rejoicings and the magnificent displays 
which were to crown its close, were 
hushed crowds and solemn memorial cx- 
ercises. It is a tragic ending of: the 
exposition, in which the whole Ameri- 
can nation has taken such pride, and 
which has contributed so mtch to a 
more general knowledge of the world’s 
progress in the arts of civilization and 
universal advancement. 

Sut the deed which has transformed 
this closing of the fair from a celebra- 
tion of triumphal success to a scene of 
mourning and _ sorrow, leads men to 
make this pertinent inquiry in regard 
to our modern civilization: Is its ten- 
dency toward making men place a 
higher value upon human life, or is it 
toward selfish aggrandizement, the 
struggle for place and power and the 
heaping up of riches? Is not wealth 
and high place that which is most 
earnestly sought after and desired? Is 
man honored as man, and his life neld 
more sacred and his rights more invio- 
late as the world reaches higher stages 
of culture and knowledge? 

It is to be feared that. these ques- 
tions, if answered, truthfully, would 
show that the moral growth of the 
age has not kept pace with the ma- 
terial and intellectual, and that Mam- 


mon-is_ one of 


voutly worshiped. It is an age of dis- 
content and uneasiness. Americans, 
even, are, in a measure, losing sight 
of the ideals upon which this.  govern- 
ment was based, and which have made 
it the grandest government upon the 
face of the globe. The demagogue has 
hardly less influence than the states- 
man, and political trickery is, by no 
means, an anomaly in the public arena. 
The murderous crank is a genus that 
appears to be on the increase, and he 
is stirred into activity by any fancied 
slight, by a difference in political senti- 
ment, or by the wild mania of commu- 
nistic ideas, which make of him an 
unreasoning madman. 

With all these tendencies and evils, 
our modern nineteenth century civiliza- 
tion has to contend, and the great ques- 
tion before us is. What is the best rem= 
edy for the evils that threaten us in 
these varied forms? What shield can 
we throw about the lives of our public 
men to insure their safety, How best 
deal with this spirit of unrest that has 
seized: upon the masses and give reason 
full play instead of passion? 

Moubtless much of the social and 
political turmoil which we are experi- 
encing comes from without, from the 
vast unasSimilated element that is in 
our midst. and which is not in sym- 
pathy with our American institutions. 
These aliens come here feeling that 
power is synonymous with despotism— 
that the government is their enemy; 
with a deep, inborn hatred of the 
wealthier classes, and with the deter- 
mination to place themselves forever 
upon the defensive, and America is not 
what it has been because of their pres- 
ence. We have! yet to establish the 
fact that there is virtue enough and 
strength enoudh| in our republic to over- 
come the alien and seditious teachings 
that have crept in, and which are seek-

ing to establish themselves in our 
midst. They have their influence upon 
the unthinking masses who are Ameri- 
can-born. They are productive of fac- 
tions and conspiracies, of tumults and 
violence, and lead to manifold evils that 
need:to be checked. It will be no light 
task to assimilate all of these conflict- 
ing elements and to bring them into per- 
fect harmony. The American states- 
man, who has the highest good of his 
country at heart, realizes that he has 
no light task before him for accom- 
plishment, but he will not falter until 
the work is done and the problem of 
American rule is satisfactorily solved. 
faith in the greatness. of. 
America’s future, while he realizes the 
magnitude of the difficulties that con- 
front him. He does not believe that the 
wheels of progress will roll backward, 
or that Liberty is to be immolated upon 
the altar of ignorance and anarchy, but 
he knows that every lover of his coun- 
try mugt stand steadfast upon the side 
of just ‘laws and their honest enforce- 
ment. 


wo Misguided Counties. 

The southern counties have made a} 
good beginning toward the construc- 
tion of the Southern California building 
at the Midwinter Fair. The meeting 
held at the Chamber of Commerce con 
Monday was quite enthusiastic, and 
definite action was taken. The archi- 
tect’s plan has been accepted, and the 
designer goes to San Francisco to look 
over the site. When we say the South- 
ern counties, we fear that we are say- 
ing too much, unless Santa Barbara and 
Orange counties should reconsider their 
determination not to take part inthis 
Midwinter Fair work. It is much to be 
hoped that these two counties will 
think the matter over again and come 
to another’ decision. There is no 
county in the entire State which can so 
ill be missed from our display at the 
“City of Palms’’—as the fair will prob- 
ably be called—as Santa Barbara, with 
its many beautiful and interesting spec- 
imens of almost tropical vegetation. Cr- 
ange county, too, which has made such 
wonderful progress during the past few 
years, and which is, in some respects, 
the garden spot of Southern California, 
should by all means be_ represented. 
Citizens of these two counties should 
think the matter over again seriously. 
They will certainly make a grave mis- 
take if they abstain from. joining in 
the Southern California exhibit at the 
Midwinter Fair. 

We understand that some people in 
these, and in other Southern California 
counties, claim that it is not worth 
their while to contribute to the display, 
because Los Angeles gets all, or nearly 
all, the benefit. This is a very ‘short- 
sighted kind of argument, and, more- 
over, is not true. It is the same argu- 
ment which is heard all over the State 
in regard to the counties and San Fran- 
cisco, many claiming that San Fran- 
cisco will get all the benefit of the fair, 
and should stand all the expense. This’ 
is no more true than it is of Los An- 
geles. San Francisco is the distributing 
point for the State, and Los Angeles 
for Southern California. How many 
people who come to California with the 
view of settling go to San Francisco 
and stay there? How many of those 
who come to Southern California seek- 
ing a home buy land in or around this 
city, without inspecting the entire sec- 
tion from San Diego to Santa Barbara? 
While both San Francisco and Los An- 
geles will reap some of the first advan- 
tages from immigration, in the shape 
cf money expended by intending set- 
tiers for board and lodging, and so 
forth, the rurgl communities, where 
the great majority of these new arri- 
vals ultimately settle, reap the perma- 
nent benefit, and should be the most 
willing to contribute their share of the 
expense. 


The value of a familiar knowledge of 
the English language is coming to be 
more fully appreciated by other than 
the English-speaking race. The new 
programme of public instruction 
adopted in France devotes more time 
to the study of English and less to the 
study of German. The French Repub- 
lic would have its rising generation 
better schooled in the grand ideas of 
freedom, and in no way can this be 
so well done as through a familiarity 
with the literature of a self-governing 
people, 


The English newspapers are unani- 
mous in cqmplimenting Cleveland on 
the firmness, courage, shrewdness and 
Sagacity which he has displayed in 
pushing through the repeal bill, and 
express the belief= that if he *‘keeps | 
up his lick”? he will be able to knock 
out the McKinley tariff law in equally 
short order. This may be, but the 
probability is that Mr. Cleveland will 
find this a much more difficult job than 
the one which has just been accom- 
plished. 


If Hoke Smith should ever be a can- 
didate for office again, he will be pretty 
sure to find that none of the old gol- 
diers are in line to do political battle 
for him. He has already made a name 
for himself under this administration 
that is very unsavory to the loyalty of 
the nation.

JOSEPH MEDILL. 


The Distinguished Editor 
of the Tribune 


On Carter Harrison and the Po- 
litical Battles of Chicago. 


A Review of the Various Hotly- 
Contested Campaigns. 


Rise and Career of the Murdered Mayor of 
the World’s Fair City—His Methods, 
, His Successes and His 
Defeats. 


In an attractive modern Los Angeles 
house, at the northeast corner of Fig- 
ueroa and Twentieth streets, Joseph 
‘Medill, Esq., the distinguished editor of 
\the Chicago Tribune, has his winter 
home. The house is a roomy one, hav- 
ing a splendid southern exposure, with 
large corner rooms below and above, 
admitting a flood of sunlight, thus 
meeting as fully as possible the very 
conditions which are desired by people 
escaping from the rigors of an Eastern 
climate and coming “to these Pacific 
shores for that shelter and comfort 
which alone a Southern California win- 
ter can give. Mr. and Mrs. Medill have 
made special provision for the accom- 
modation of guests, as they expect, 


during the coming winter, visits from 


their two daughters, Mrs. Patterson and 
Mrs. McCormick, from at least. one of 
their sons-in-law, and from other rela- 
tives and friends, so that there will be 
no danger of loneliness in their lives 
while sojourning among us. Their situ- 
ation in this respect is expected to be 
much better than it was during their 
stay in their Altadena home, which was 
destroyed by fire. 

Mr. Medill. while not free from the 
physical ailments which sometimes ac- 
company advancing years, is a man of 
vigorous mentality, with a powerful and 
active brain. and while at home in the 
Tribune office is a persistent editorial 
worker and manager. In his winter 
home he also keeps up his work very 
industriously, and is always in touch 
with the great journal which he has 


built up on the shores of Lake Mich- 
igan. 


A Times representative yesterday 
sought an interview with Mr. Medill, 
and was successful in obtaining from 
him the following interesting and timely 
narrative, reviewing Chicago politics 


and the career of the late Carter H. 
Harrison: 


THE INTERVIEW. 


Personal Recollections of an Eminent Editor 
With a Marvelous Memory. 

“You were, of course, in common 
with the people generally, and espe- 
cially Chicago people, shocked and hor- 
rified at the crime of the crank who 
did the ki}ling 

“Oh, yes; I felt more shocked, and L 
may say stunned, when I read in the 
Los Angeles Times, Sunday morning, of 
the assassination of Carter Harrison 
than I did when I heard of the murder 
of President Garfield, thirteen years be- 
fore, because at the time of Harrison’s 
murder a most peculiar state of things 
existed in the city. The great fair was 
just winding up. Elaborate prepara- 
tions had been made by the whole city 
for a grand and glorious ending in the 
“presence of half a million people who 
were expected to be there. It was to be 
the final blaze of glory. There were to 
be all the prominent men of the United 
States who could be induced to be pres- 
ent, and hundreds of thousands of them 
were coming or were there at the time. 
The whole city was rejoicing, and their 
friends everywhere were congratulating 
the citizens upon the magnificent ter- 
mination of the fair. It was the apothe- 
osis of the exposition. Harrison had 
performed his part to the public satis- 
faction, and everybody was proud of 
him. He had a large programme to 
perform on the last day. He had 
been preparing himself for his best ef- 
fort. He had several minor speeches 
to make. There was a great banquet 
that he was to preside over, or take 
part in, and he was to pronounce the 
last oratorical words in the name and 
in behalf of the city of Chicago 
when the sun went down on Monday 
last. It was just on the eve of this 
splendid conclusion of the grand White 
City’s career that its Mayor was sud- 
denly struck down in the most shameful 
and pusillanimous manner; murdered 
in his own house by a wretch who was 
morbidly insane over office, and felt 
that Harrison had not treated him 
right; had been ungrateful to him. It 
was such an anti-climax ending of the 
whole thing that it shocked the entire 
million and a half of people of that city. 
It has filled them with sorrow, mortifi- 
eation and shame, and made every man 


that it was 'rastrophe, a tragic bors 
than half of them voted for him, while 


catastrophe, that had wound up the 
fair; and if the people of Chicago were 
a superstitious people, like the old 


Greeks, they would be inclined to be- 


lieve that the tragedy portended some 
future disaster or calamity to the city; 


but Chicago is not made of 
that sort of material. Her peo- 
ple are confident in their own 
resources, in -their own opportuni- 


ties and their own destiny, and merely 
feel that it was one of those shocking, 
deplorable, unexpected calamities that 
sometimes strike like lightning, when 
least anticipated, and thatall they can 
do is to bow in submission to the 
stroke, and feel that man is not supe- 
rior to his accidents.” 


WHAT THE OLD WORLD WILL 
THINK 


“What, in your opinion, will be the 
effect upon public sentiment, espe- 
eially European public sentiment, of 
the assassination of the chief officer of 
the World’s Fair city?” 

“Well, it will be very much the same 
sentiment as will be felt in other parts 
of the United States, because the elec- 
tric wire conveyed to all parts of Eu- 
rope a full, clear and succinct state- 
ment of the nature of the assassina- 
tion, and informed all Europe that it 
was not political; that it was not 
anarchical; that it was not party spirit, 
because he was stricken down by one 
of his own party retainers and hench- 
men: that it therefore has no political 
significance; that it involved no public 
measure or principle. But possibly 
the critics of Europe may use it as a 
text for reflecting on the lack of a 
good civil service system in municipal 
administration. They will be inclined 
to say that if the administrative offices 
of American cities were dispensed in 
the same manner as in the leading cap- 
itals of Europe, no such false hopes 
would have existed in the mind of any 
of the Mayors retainers or supporters, 
to turn them to desperateerevenge. , And 
therefore they, in moralizing over this 
affair, will probably attribute it chiefly 
to our present bad, defective patronage 
system in the government of American 
cities.”’ 

HISTORICAL AND} RETROSPECTIVE. 

Mr. Medill called attention to a sketch 
of Carter H. Harrison, printed in The 


j 


Times yesterday and signed ‘‘Gregg,”’ 


pointing out certain material errors 
therein. 

‘There is here an error in regard to the 
occasion on which Harrison first be- 
came Mayers in which it says: 

“ ‘Coming into power on a tidal wave 
of popular indignation at the congested 
state of business, owing to a puritan- 
ical @nfortement of stringent anti- 
liquor laws by the then chief of police, 
Elmer Washburn, he went to the other 
extreme. Saloons were run wide open 
day and night; gambling was winked 
at, and Chicago, being a cosmopolitan 


“| city, with the native element largely in 


the minority, the different nationalities 
making up the population were allowed 
full license to celebrate their national 
holidays. On St. Patrick’s day the Irish 
societies were permitted to ‘‘fight like 
divils for conciliation, and hate each 
other for the love of God,’ and Carter 
Harrison was an honored guest at the 
banquet. The Germans could sing the 
‘“Wacht Am Rhine,’’ and the French- 
men the “‘Marseilliase’’ as long as they 
did not come to loggerheads, and by 
these methods confidence was restored 
and Chicago commenced to boom again, 
but in the end it was disastrous. The 
Anarchists, taking advantage of this 
leniency, proceeded to openly advocate 
murder and assassination. Processions, 
in which the red flag of anarchy was 
displayed, while the starry flag of the 
country was borne union down, were 
permitted, and the whole thing cul- 
minated in the Haymarket massacre of 
the police.’ 
AN ERROR CORRECTED. 

‘“‘Now,”’ said Mr. Medill, ‘“‘the facts 
were these: Harrison was elected in 
1879, which was seven years after El- 
mer Washburn was chief of police, and 
Six years after he ceased to hold that 
office, and there had intervened two 
mayoralty terms of three years each, 
the first one by Mr. Colburn of the 
American Express Company, who fol- 
lowed me as Mayor, and was elected in 
the fall of 1873, and held the office for 
three years, and then he was followed 
by Alderman Heath, who also held the 
office for three years, and was very 
popular. His term of office was con- 
sidered a good one in the city. It was 
a liberal and good business administra- 
tion, and the people were generally well 
satisfcd with it; but he didn’t care to 
be re-elected, and the Republicans nom- 
inated a man by the name of A. M. 
Wright, afterward president of the 
Board of Trade two or three times, and 
recently deceased, who came to Chi- 
cago about the time that Carter Har- 
rison did, from the Western Reserve 
of Ohio. And, although he was a lIib- 
eral-minded man, the Germans got it 
into their heads that he was an anti- 
Sunday saloonist, and they called 

‘a narrow-minded, puritan- 
Yankee,’ when he was really 
nothing of the sort. There- 
fore, they bolted Wright’s nomination 
and placed in nomination a German 
Republican by the name of Dr. Schmidt, 
who was tinctured somewhat with So- 
cialism. At that time there was a 
large infusion of Socialistic tendencies 
among the Germans of Chicago, which, 
however, had not taken on a party 
form. 

A GERMAN BOLT. 

‘The class of Germans in Chicago call- 
ing themselves Liberals, had been act- 
ing with the Republican party from the 
time that Lincoln ran for President 
down to 1879. They refused to support 
Wright, the Republican candidate, and 
ten thousand of them voted for this 
Dr. Schmidt. Carter Harrison saw his 
opportunity at that time. He was an 
active local politician, who had been 
elected for two terms to the Board of 
County Commissioners. That was the 
only office he had held up to that time. 
And as the Republicans had had a ma- 
jortiy in the city, and had held it for a 
good while, it was not difficult for any 
Democrat whose candidacy held out 
any serious prospect of success to se- 
cure the nomination. So Harrison was 
nominated without much contest, in his 
party and made a vigorous, active 
campaign, stumping all the wards thor- 
oughly; and the loss of the ten thou- 
‘sand German votes to Wright so weak- 
ened the woe party that Harri- 
son was elected by seven thousand ma- 

HIS ABSORPTIVE CAPACITY. 

“That was the real commencement of 
his political career, in the spring of 
1879. There was no distinct city issue 
before the people on that occasion. 
Everything was quiet and satisfactory. 
The manner in which the business of 
the citv had been carried on by Mayor 
Heath had given general satisfaction. 
Then Harrison developed his peculiar 
power. Before his term had half ex- 
pired. he had caused the absorption into 
the Democratic party, at least for 
municipal purposes, of the great bulk 
of those ten thousand socialistic Ger- 
mans. and had attached them firmly to 
himself. He renewed the liquor issue, 
and pointed out to and convinced the 
Germans that the Republicans were 
inimical to them on the beer question 
and on their peculiar social habits, in- 
volving the right to drink beer on Sun- 
days. And thereafter the great mass 
of the Germans in Chicago always sup- 
ported Carter Harrison for ®very office 
for which he was a candidate. He also 
developed the power of attracting all 
the other foreign nationalities to his 
banner. The Irish became enthusiastic 
Harrison supporters; the French, who 
had previously been mostly Republi- 
cans. were drawn into the same mass 
of retainers; and the increasing ele- 
ment of Poles and Bohemians were se- 
cured from the outset. and have since 
voted solidly for Harrison and the 
Democratic ticket. He also absorbed 
the Italian element almost to the last 
man: and, strangest thing of all, he 
broke into. the negro vote, which had 


the last election possibly more 


the last three times that he was a 
candidate he received a large minority 
of the colored vote; yet they would 
vote the Republican ticket at Presi- 
dential elections, though supporting 
Harrison on the Democratic ticket at 
municipal elections, 
FAITH IN HIS STAR. 
‘Harrison announced himself as a can- 
didate for Mayor during the World’s 
Fair year more than twelve months 


in advance. He _itold me in 
Pasadena, when he was over here 
a year and a_e half ago, that 


he intended to be a candidate for 
Mayor during the World’s Fair year; 
that it was the height of his ambition, 
and that he believed himself better 
qualified for the discharge of the duties 
of the mayorality during that period 
than any other man in the city of Chi- 
cago, by reason of his previous long 
experience in the duties of the office, 
his knowledge of the world acquired 
from foreign travel, a liberal educa- 
tion, and his natural aptitude for ad- 
dressing the public on his feet. And 
generally he deemed himself peculiarly 
fitted for the discharge of the duties 
of the office, and believed he was the 
only. man who was qualified who could 
affordto run, as all the really able 
available men in the city were full of 
their own business, or were connected 
with the fair in such a way that they 
could not take on any other official 
duties; that he was at leisure; that he 
was not actively employed in anything 
important. He said to me in his jocular, 
pleasant manner, “You know, Medill, 
that I am the best-qualified man for 
that position in Chicago, and that I 
will fulfill its duties better’ than any- 
body else that can be had out of either 
party; and there isn’t anybody in the 
city that can beat me if I am nomli- 
nated for the office.’ I admitted, 
while not agreeing with him particu- 
larly, that he possessed many very 
useful and acceptable qualifications for 
the place, and had no doubt that he 
could secure it if he was determined 
to have it. 
THE LAST CONTEST. 

“His only competitor was a prominent 
German, Washington Hesing, who had 
been Harrison’s strongest supporter in 


iously been solidly. Republican, so | 


the active fight of two years preced- 
ing, when Hempstead Washburn was 
elected and Cregier beaten. This Wash- 
ington Hesing had been Carter Harri- 
s0n’s most active and influential sup- 
porter; and he insisted on being a can- 
didate, because the powerful German 
element of the city, he said, should 
have the mayoralty, as they had never 
had it before; that the time had come 
when they ought to have that recogni- 
tion. Harrison couldn't see it in that 
light; he wanted. Hesing to withdraw 
and come in later, and they entered 
upon a very severe partisan strife for 
the nomination. It was desperately 
contested, the Irish rallying to the sup- 
port of Harrison almost solidly, and the 
great mass of the Germans to the sup- 
port of Hesing. The American Demo- 
cratic element, however, supported Har- 
rison, and it ended in Harrison’s being 
nominated by a large majority in the 
convention, and Hesing refusing to 
support him. There was no Republican 
who desired to make the race, and, 
until within a few days before the elec- 
tion, no Republican could be induced 
to accept the nomination. Finally, 
however, Samuel Allerton, one: of the 
large beef and pork packers of the 
city, volunteered to run against Harri- 
son. There was a very lively fight. 
The campaign only lasted a week or 
ten days. A great many Germans, an- 
gered at the defeat of Hesing, sup- 
ported Allerton, and many thousand 
Republicans, believing that Harison was 
the better-qualified man for the mayor- 
alty during the World’s Fair, voted for 
him—fifteen or twenty thousand of 
them,—and the result of the election 
was, Harrison was carried in by more 
than twenty thousand majority, the 
largest majority he had ever received. 
HIS GREAT ACTIVITY IN OFFICE. 
‘He took the office a few days before 
the fair was officially opened, last May, 
and from that day until the day of his 
assassination he devoted himself night 
and day to the duties of the mayoralty 
in all its departments. He had ten 
thousand offices to take away from the 
Republicans and- to distribute among 
his retainers, and, of course, there were 
many more wanting office disappointed. 
He met his death at the hands of one 
of the disappointed. Like Actaeon, who 
rudely surprised Diana at the bath, he 
was devoured by one of his own dogs. 
HIS METHODS AND SPEECHES. 


‘“‘Harrison told me in my last inter- 


view with him in my Office in 
Chicago. two or three days be- 
fore I started for Los An- 
geles, that he had, since the fair 


opened, six months previously, madé 
over two hundred addresses, speeches 
and responses of varying length, and 
that. with two or three exceptions, he 
had never given more than five or ten 
minutes’ previous thought to what he 
would say before he stood upon his feet 
to speak; that he might say that all 
his addresses had been impromptu. He 
gave as a reason that, first, he hadn't 
time from his other manifold duties to 
sit down and prepare such speeches; 
and, secondly. he did not want them to 
be so long as a set speech naturally 
would grow when prepared with 
a pen; and, thirdly, he thought 
that an impromptu’ speech, made 
upon the ideas gathered from the sur- 
roundings and inspirations of the mo- 
ment, would sound better to his hearers 
thanif it were more formal, because if 
prepared béforehand it would be colder, 
and would ‘smell too much of the mid- 
night oil.” He said he abominated a 
speech that smelled that way, unless it 
was a speech delivered by a young 
man at a college commencement; that 
he made no long speeches; that he 
thought none exceeded  fif- 
teen minutes in length, and the most 


of them were embraced within five 


or ten, which he thought was long 
enough for any public speech on an oc- 
casion of that sort. He had spoken 
before the President and his Cabinet 
when they opened the fair, on the first 
week. He had spoken before a ma- 
jority of the governors, and perhaps 
the greater number of the members of 
Congress; before the learned societies, 
the scientific societies, art societies, 
and the religious bodies, and on every 
human pic that had been‘ discussed 
during the six months. He had been 
called upon, he believed, to open, with- 
out exception; all of the conventions, 
parliaments and congresses held at the 
fair, and had tried to say something 
appropriate, and that his friends would 
not be ashamed of. He said that in 
addition to that he had presided at 
nearly every meeting of the Cemmon 
Council; had written some scores of ve- 
‘toes, sent in many messages, and had 
taken an active part in all the du- 
ties of the office aside from his work 
at the fair; he had studied some of the 
hardest problems that the city govern- 
men was dealing with; had disposed of 
pretty much all the patronage that 
fell to the Mayor, and had made all 
the changes that he intended to make 
in his administration. He said he was 
glad to say that he had been less crit- 
icised by the press, by the opposition 
and by his own party than in all his 
previous career, and he judged from 
that that he had performed his part of 
the duties fairly well.’’ 

GOING BACK WITH THE STORY. 

“After «the election in 1885, when 
Harrison beat Judge Sidney Smith by a 
few hundred (though it was generally 
believed that he was counted fn by fraud- 
ulent votes and really defeated, on the 
legal ballots that were cast, by one or 
two thousand,) his course toward the 
socialistic foreign element caused a 
strong reaction against him. He per- 
mitted them to parade the streets carry- 
ing red flags, and marching to social- 
istic and anarchistic music, with squads 
of police at their head to clear the 
streets for their benefit; and suffered 
them to assemble on public squares 
and the lake front, and their orators 
to harangue on Sunday afternoons, in 
the most diabolical and incendiary lan- 
guage, threatening law and order, hfe 
and property, personal Hberty and 
everything of American civilization. 
This state of things finally culminated 
in the Haymarket bomb-throwing mas- 
sacre of many policemen, the subse- 
quent trials of the Anarchists and their 
conviction and execution. 

THE EBB TIDE. 

“These things caused Harrison’s pre- 
vious great popularity to sink down to 
the lowest point it had ever reached; 
and when his term of office expired he 
stepped down and out, without giving 
any sign of a desire for a re-election. 
His place was filled by a Republican, 
Mr. Roach, who was elected by an enor- 
mous majority over the Laborite ecan- 
didate, who received all the socialistic 
support and a portion of the regular 
Democratic votes. Roach, in turn, was 
subsequently succeeded by Cregier, one 
of MHarrison’s mugwump henchmen, 
whose administration proved to be a de- 
plorable failure, as he sought to main- 
tain himself in power by catering to 
pe lowest and worst elements of so- 
ciety. 

“At the end of his term, Harrison, 
who had been around the world and 
written a brilliant book of travels, came 
home and announced himself a candi- 
date for re-election. 

AGAIN TO THE FORE. 

“A good deal of his old popularity 
having returned, his faults were con- 
doned or forgotten, and the powerful 
foreign elements were anxious once 
more to array themselves under his 
banner. But Cregier held the citadel of 
the City Hall, where he was entrenched 
and supported by a phalanx of eight or 
ten thousand city office-holders of all 
grades, descriptions and degrees, who 
insisted upon his having another term, 
claiming that it was regular to have 


‘two. Then the Democratic party en- 


tered upon one of the-most exciting 
contests within itself ever seen in any 
city in the United States. Between 
Cregier and the machine and Harrison 
and his volunteer friends, it almost 
amounted to civil war. It was a Donny- 
Brook Fair from start to finish. Blood 
flowed at the primaries and in the pub- 


lic meetings, and finally in the conven- 
tion. The police had all they could do 
to prevent actual civil war between the 
two great factions of the Democracy. 


DEFEAT. 
“The upshot was that Cregier’s 
machine proved too powerful for 
Harrison, and Cregier was de- 
nominated. Hayrison imme- 
diately issued his proclamation, 
declaring that he had been 
cheated out of the nomination by 


violence and fraudulent methods; that 
he would run as an independent can- 
didate for Mayor, and called on all 
men of the Democracy who desired to 
have the city government reformed, ‘to 
rally to his support. The Republicans, 
taking advantage of this split in the 
Democratic party, nominated Hemp- 
stead Washburne, son of the eminent 
politician, Ellihu B. Washburne, for 
many years member of Congress, and 
Minister to France, appointed by Gen. 
Grant. The. father’ had recently de 
ceased in the city of Chicago. 

“The son had the advantage of the 
father’s popularity, and was considered 
a pretty clever young man, and, he, 
ambitious for the place, entered vigor- 
ously on a campaign for the mayoralty. 
The church péople, not being satisfied 
with any of the candidates, regarding 
them all as too liberal on the, Sunday 
question and liquor issues, nominated 
Elmer Washburn, who had made con- 
siderable reputation several years be- 
fore, while he was chief of police, in 
enforcing the then Sunday ordinances, 
which have been subsequently repealed. 
They rallied in great force to Elmer 
Washburn, and, as they were mostly 
Republicans, greatly weakened the 
chances of election of the Republican, 
Hempstead Washburne. 

WASHBURNE ELECTED. 

“After the most exciting municipal 
campaign ever seen in the city of Chi- 
cago, lasting about four or five weeks, 
the result of the election was as fol- 
lows: Washburne, (Ref.) received 50,- 
000 votes; Cregier (machine Dem.) 49,- 
600; Carter Harrison (Ind.” Dem.) 47,- 
500, and Elmer Washburn,the church 
candidate, 25,000. A good many Re- 
publicans voted for Harrison in -the be- 
lief that the contest lay between him 
and Cregier, and that he was much 
the lesser of the two evils. They sup- 
posed that Elmer Washburn, running 
as the citizen's or church candidate, 
would necessarily defeat Hempstead 
Washburne, the regular nominee of 
the Republican party; and this is why 
or how Carter Harrison came to poll 
so large a vote under the circum- 
stances, his vote consisting of Germans 
of all classes, and these (fifteen or 
twenty thousand Republicans who did 
not expect that the Republican Wash- 
burne could be elected. 

ONCE MORE UNTO THE BREACH. 

‘“‘Harrison, as soon as the election was 
over, made it known to the public that 
he woulda wait to the end of Wash- 
burne’s term and then he would be a 
candidate for mayor during the World’s 
Fair year. As events showed, he made 
good his intention and made his call- 
ing and election sure.”’ 

(Mr. Medill’s estimate of Harrison’s 
personal characteristics and other facts 
about the dead Mayor, will constitute 
the subject of another interview.)

Why irs. Dostle Wants 
Divorce. 


A Tale of an Unhappy Wedded 
Existence. 


Some Closet Skeletons Exhibited in 
Court. 


Little Amelia Barre Had Good Cause for Grief. 
The Unkind Act of a Mother in Mak- 
ing a Disgraceful Exposur e— 
Court Notes. 


Belen and Frank Dostle, after a 
short period of unhappy wedded exist- 
ence, will probably part company, if 
Judge McKinley, in his wise discretion, 
sees fit to sever, with a stroke of his judi- 
cial knife, the tie that binds but loosely 
the husband and wife. 

The couple are both of Mexican ex- 
traction, but, strange to say, their 
only child has hair of a decidedly 
blonde order. They were married in 
1890, and their life together since that 
time appears to have been anything 
but a pleasant one. Mrs. Dostle finally 
filed a complaint for a divorce, and 
upon this hearing was taken up yes- 
terday in Department Six. In the 
course of her testimony relative to her 
treatment by her husband, Mrs. Dostle 
said; 

‘‘He came home one night and_told 
me to get out of the house, and go and 
sleep somewhere else. He paid an ex- 
pressman to carry away my things, 
and made me go, saying that he would 
not live with me any longer, but that 
he just hated me. Another time he 
slapped me in the face and gave me a 


-black eye. 


“‘We have been separated several 
times. He used to call me dirty names, 
and abuse me in other ways. 
married in 1890. Every time I went 
back to him he used to treat me Worse 
and worse. Once he first slapped me, 
and then when my mother interfered 
he turned around and slapped her. 

“Frank always stayed out late at 
night, often coming home at 2 o’clock 
or 3 o’clock in the morning. I didn’t 
like that, and told him so. He was al- 
Ways cross, too, and never treated me 
as a wife should be treated.’’ 

The mother-in-law of Mr. Dostle also 
took the stand and testified in the same 
Strain, to #ome considerable’ length, 
when the case for the plaintif€ was 
closed.

Associated Charities. 


“Large and Enthusiastic Meeting 
Yesterday Afternoon. | 


of all the Benevolent. So- 
cicties in the City in Attendance— 
The Pian as Outlined to 

the Assemblage. 


- One of the most important meetings 
that has been held in Los Angeles for 
some months was that of yesterday aft- 
ernoon, for the purpose of taking ac- 
tion toward an associated charities or- 
ganization. About sixty prominent men 
and women met at Pythian Hall, No. 
418% South Spring street, and took in- 
jatory steps for founding such an asso- 
ciation at once, and on a broad basis, 
to meet the urgent necessities of the 
times. 

Among those well known for their 
active identification with the business 
And charitable interests of the city, 
there were present: Mrs. R. M. Wid- 
ney; Mrs. Elmira T. Stephens, presi- 
dent Orphans’ Home Society; Mrs. Du- 
commun, president, and Mrs. H. G. 
Bath, vice-president, Ladies’ Benevo- 
lent Society; T. H. Ward, County 
Clerk: H. Jevne; L. Loeb, French Vice- 
Consul; C. W. Blake, secretary Masonic 
board of relief: T. J. Stuart, represent- 
ing county supervisors; Mrs. V. Ponet, 

esident Catholic Benevolent Society; 
Her. A. Blum, B'nai B'rith congrega- 
tion: Rev. Burt Estes Howard, First 
Presbyterian Church; Rev. G. L. Cole, 
Epworth M..E. Church; Mrs. Milner, 
president German Benevolent Society; 
Mrs. Wills, president Industrial Society; 
Mrs. Bird Thomas, representing Stan- 
ton W.R.C.: Mr. Lazard, president 

Hebrew Benevolent’ Society. 
Mrs. S. Hellman, president of the 
Women’s Hebrew Benevolent Society, 
was absent. but was represented by 
two members. Many other organiza- 
tions were also represented. 

Vice-Consul Loeb was elected chair- 
‘man of the meeting, with T. J. Stuart 
secretary. 

Mrs. Bath was called upon to state 
the purpose of the gathering, which she 
did concisely. 

“It is not at all necessary,’ she said, 
“*to explain my reasons for urging upon 
vou at this time the thorough organiza- 
tion of a central board of relief. I 
doubt if there are any two persons in 
the city who realize the great need of 
such an organization as do Mrs. Du- 
commun and myself. When the Ladies’ 
Benevolent Society was organized, 
nearly nineteen years ago, it was suffi- 
cient for the times and place. Since 
then the city has grown until it now 

mbers nearly six times the inhabit- 

ts it did at that date, and I assure 
vou the increase is not all composed of 
wealth. or even of those in comfortable 
circumstances. There is a large army 
of health-seekers, many of whom have 
sacrificed their all to reach this land of 
sunshine. Not only that, but in very 
many instances their friends have made 
up purses and sent them here, presum- 

ly. for the benefit of. the climate, but 
often we feel that it is to be rid of the 
responsibility. The glowing advertise- 
ments sent broadcast through the East 
of our glorious land of perpetual sun- 
shine and flowers cannot but allure any 
and every person from the rigorous 
winters of the North and East, and 
while we send out such tempting ad- 
vertisements. we must not complain 
when we have these unfortunate in- 
valids thrown upon our hands, and 
hearts, too: for there is very little true 
charity when it is simply of the hand. 

the past few years there have 
sprung up in our midst a number of 
charitable organizations, all doing a 
good work in their way, but all failing, 
ih many respects, in reaching the aim 
of true charity, which-is to help the re- 
cipients to help themselves, and to 
make them not only self-supporting, 
but self-respecting. The money and 
labor given out now, in the manner 
that we are all doing this work, are not 
only time and money thrown away, but 
are a woate of strength and energy that 
we might better put to a different use. 
In the manner that the charity work is 
now beimme done, the frauds and im- 
posters and professional beggars are 
the ones who oftenest receive the bene- 
fit of our labor. while those who are 
really worthy suffer for the neces- 
saries of life, to say nothing of the 
-comforts. , 

“It is for the purpose of righting these 
grave mistakes that I urge upon vou 
the necessity of united action, and the 
organization of a central association.”’ 

The secretary was then requested to 
read the constitution and by-laws of a’ 
society of associated charities of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., which ke did, making 
the plan of work of that association 
clear to all present. 

Upon motion of Rev. Mr. Blum, sec- 
onded by Mr. Blake, it was expressed 
as the sense of the meeting that such 
_a, society be. formed in this city, and 
that a committee of six, three men end 
three women, be appointed to draft a 
suitable constitution and bylaws for the 
governing of the same. ' 

The., man named Mmes, Dycom- 
mun, and Newmark, and 


Messrs. Ward, Blum and Howard as 
such committee. Upon Mrs. Newmark’s 
stating her inability to serve, Mrs. lo- 
het was appointed to the vacincy. -The 
committee will meet Saturday evening 
at 7:30, at the home of Mrs. Ducommun. 

Upon motion of Mr. Fields this com- 
mittee was also instructed to investi- 
gate concerning incorporation. 

Rev. Mr. Blum suggested that the of- 
ficors of all societies here represented 
should call meetings meanwhile of their 
own organizations, and lay this impor- 
tant matter before them, thus awaken- 
ing an interest. This met with hearty 
support. 

The subject of appointing committees 
and canvassing for members in the va- 
rious wards of the city was brought up; 
but this was deemed premaiure, and 
dropped, after considerable interchange 
of opinions. 

Mrs. Widney considered that signers 
should not. be asked for until an or- 
ganization was formed. 

Mrs. Stephens was of the opinion that 
when once this matter was under way 
there was not a man or woman in 
Los Angeles who would refuse to sign. 
and she regarded it useless to go out 
asking for signatures. 

Rev. Mr. Cole expressed himself as 
believing that this matter lies very 
close to the hearts of the people, and 
a all would speedily be interested 
n it. 

Upon motion of Mr. Cole, the Commit- 
tee on Constitution and By-laws was re- 
quested to report at 2 o'clock on Tues- 
diy next, at the same place, after 
which the meeting adjourned, 


THE GOLER DISTRICT. 


A Lively Pight Over a Disputed Claim—Coal 
Discovery. 

A gentleman hailing from the Goler 
placer fields, a flourishing mining camp 
forty miles northeast of Mojave, gives 
an account of a little melee which took 
place on Saturday last, as follows: 

Some time during the first part of 
last week, Kuffle & Sellers tried to 
jump a cla®n owned by John S. Reed, 
the mah who found a nugget some time 
ago which is valued at $1000, and wacn 
the injunction was served the Sheriff 
found that Reed was at work on an- 
other claim. Keturning, another in- 
-jJunciion was placed in his hands, and 
he started out to serve it. In. the mean- 
time, Kuffle & Sellers sent out twenty 
men, who arrived on last Saturday 
mornng, and began to work the clam. 
The Reed men, when they arrived, saw 
those employed by the men who were 
trying to jump their claim, and they 
proceeded to take possession of the 
claim. One of the men-on the grounds 
turned a revolver toward the on- 
coming men, but to no effect, as a man 
by the name of Miller grabbed up a 
can of giant powder and a lighted fuse 
and started toward the workmen, who, 
in turn, fled, leaving Reed's men in 
possession of the fleld, and, flushed by 
their victory, the men persuaded Miller 
to place the can of powder under the 
machinery of the vanishing men and 
ignite it, and blow it up, which he will- 
ingly did. About this time the Sheriff 
arrived. and all quarreling was put to 
an end. 

On Monday Kuffle & Sellers paid Reed 
$250 for this claim, and now peace once 
more reigns over the new camp. 

Coal was discovered near the Goler 
ficlds last week, and has created con- 
siderable excitement in that region, as 
coal deposits are scarce in Southern 
California, and the Santa Fe officials 
have been down investigating the out- 
look sinve the reported discovery. The 
ledge is about five feet wide. 

There are about three hundred men 
working on the claims in the new 
camp, and the outlook for gold is good. 

One of the claims turns out about 
$250 to $300 per day for its owners. and 
andther shows up about $200 at the end 
of every twenty-four hours. 

An old man was found dead a few 
miles from the camp, for the want of

EXCURSION TO CHINO. 


The Sugar Factory Open for Inspection —Sale 
of Lands. 

A big excursion went to Chino yes- 
terday. The train which carried it 
left the Arcade depot at 9:30, with 
eleven coaches and 709 peoples picking 
up fifty more on the way to Ontario, 
which made the crowd excced the seat- 
ing capacity of the cars. Before the 
heavily-loaded train had been hauled 
up the heavy grade to Ontario, throngs 
of people had already started from that 
place by the motor railroad and car- 
riages, reinforced by another delegation 
from Pomona. © The occasion which 
called this crowd, numbering a total of 
something like twelve hundred, was 
ostensibly Easton, Eldrige & Co.’s auc- 
tion sale of bett lands on the Chino 
Ranch, but the cheap excursion rate, 
the promise of free access to the 
mysteries of the sugar-works, and an 
out-door free lunch, had much to do 
with it. When the big trainload of 
folks reached the Chino station, they 
marched directly to the beet-sugar 
factory, and, entering it where the 
beets go in to their first washing, fol- 
lowed the manipulations of the vege- 
tables through the mechanical! intricac- 
ies until they saw the dark-brown 
crudé sugar poured into the strawboard 
cylinders to be shipped to San Fran- 
cisco for refining. Many were dis- 
appointed in not seeing the snow-white 
Sugar emerge from. the centrifugal 
machines, but as no refining is now 
done at the Chino works, those par- 
ticularly-interesting machines were 
silent. 

The visitors went withersoever they 
pleased, except with certain dangerous 
boundaries, outlined by temporary rope 
barriers. 
tons of beets were hauled into one end 
of the works this season and 15,000,0000 
pounds of sugar had been put into 
cars at the other end. The crude 
sugar, as it is shipped from the works, 


is neither sweet nor agreeable to the 
taste, as many learned by tasting 
samples. 


The crowd, after learning how to 
make sugar out of beets, wat over to 


the village and found there a huge, 


table arounnd an open quadrangle, 
within which were stacks of sand- 
and plenty of hot coffee, and all good. 
The luncheon was dealt out liberally 
to the people, who took their time to 
eat it, and then colleced in the tent 
where the sale was to be. 

It looked like boom times. Mr. 
Easton himself sat beside the white- 
whiskered auctioneer, and Richard 
Gird, the owner of the Chino princi- 
pality of twenty-seven thousand acres, 
stood behind the platform with only 
his face visible to the audience. Two 
assistants in an aisle between the seats 
did their best to stir up he enthusiasm, 
and two clerks at a table kept accounts, 
while another spotted on a big map 
which served as a back-stop for the 
auctioneer’s lubricated voice, the lots 
as they were sold. The first ten-acre 
lot sold was at the northwest corner 
of the Chino town eite, and it was 
knocked down for $200 an acre, and 
the second one, adjoining it, went for 
$205. These were the highest :priees se- 
cured, and some pieces sold as low as 
$125 an nacre. The sale was briskly 
conducted, and most of the bidding 
came from that portion of the crowd 
standing aroundn the outer edge of the 
extemporized seats. Those who had 
front seats seemed to be merely specta- 
tors.; The total amount of the day’s 
sales was claimed to be satisfactory, 
and when daylight waned and the map 
*faded from view, the crewd again 
boarded the cars and were carried home 
without further incident.

POLICE BUSINESS. | 


Saloon Matters Considered by 
the Commissioners. 


Maj. Stern Defines His Position on the 
Liquor Question—Applications for 
Licenses Discussed—Rou- 
tine Matters. 


The Police Commission met yesterday 
morning, with the full board present, 
including Commissioner E. L. Stern, 
who had qualified for the position the 
day before. 

The application of Joseph Manning for 
a license for a saloon at No. 300 North 
Alameda street, as laid over from last 
week, was considered. 

Commissioner Weldon spoke in favor 
of postponing action for another week. 

Commissioner Bradish said he  be- 
lieved the petition should be denied. 
The board had not long ago revoked 
the license for that place because it 
was disreputable. If it were again 
opened the same characters would be 
likely to frequent the place as before. 

In speaking on this matter, Commis- 
sioner Stern said he was in favor of 
having strict police regulations govern- 
ing all the saloons, all the deadfalls, 
and all the doggeries. All the low- 
down places should be closed, and all 
the ‘“‘macs’’ should be driven out. There 
were many good men, however, in 


He was not a prohibitionist, and, pos- 
sibly, his ideas on these questions were 
in some respects peculiar. In reference 
to the woman question, he thought this 
matter should also be under a close 
police surveillance. In short, all these 
places should be under the strict control 
of the police, as in Paris, Berlin, and 
other cities of Continental Europe. He 
desired, however, to be fair in the mat- 
ter, and not do any one an injustice. 

Commissioner Bradish said that, inas- 
much as Maj. Stern was not familiar 
with the matter, he having just become 
a member of the board, he (Bradish) 
had no objection to the action on the 
same being postponed for one week; 
and it was so ordered. 

The application of Charles Bogart, 
for a saloon license at No. 233 East 
First street, as laid over from last 
week, wasi now taken up. Mayor 
Rowan said he had personally investi- 
gated the matter, dnd believed that 
Mr. Bogart would keep an orderly 
house, 

Commissioner Bradish said that as 
the place had been kept in such a dis- 
orderly manner before he believed a 
license should not be issued for it for 
a sufficiently long time, so that the dis- 
reputable characters who had fre- 
quented it would not be likely to re- 
turn. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell was in fa- 
ver of granting the license, and then 
watching the place closely. If it were 
not kept as it should be, then he would 
be one of the first to move to have the 
license revoked. 

A vote being taken, the license was 
granted, all the members, except Bra- 
dish, voting in the affirmative. In ex- 
planation of his vote that gentleman 
said he was not — against the man, 
but against the place. 

An application of Pickenbach & Pep- 
per, for a transfer of license at No. 230 
East Fifth street, from J. J. Donovan, 
was, on a favorable report of the chief, 

anted. 

e Application from William Sachs, for 
a transfer of license at No. 1485-7 Mis- 
son road, from F. Biggy and from Mo- 
reno & Bourgoyne, for a transfer of 


license at No. 226 Aliso street from Gon- 
dre & Bourgoyne, were referred to the 
chief. 

A communication from the City Coun- 
cil. in reference to having some of the 
night patrolmen mounted on bicycles, 
was referred to the chief, with in- 
structions to correspond with other 
cities, where bicycles were used in this 
way, and ascertain what facts he 
could in regard to how the plan worked 
when put to a practical test. 

A communication from Greengart & 
Co. stated that on September 15 the 
firm sold to a certain man, to.them 
unknown, a coat and vest, and that the 
man was permitted to take the prop- 
erty. because Officer Valencia was 
present, and, after, showing his star, 
said he would be responsible for the 
price. The matter was referred to the 
chief for investigation. 

William Lawsan presented a demand 
for ‘$37.32 for the portion of a month for 
which he had paid for a license, but 
had not used it: or, in other words, had 
not run his saloon? The demand was 
approved to the extent of $25. The 
other demands were approved’ as pre- 
sented. 

Applications from A. Stauch and W. 
B. Luckenbach for appointments as 
special policemen, without pay from 
the city. they to be employed at and 
about the Santa Fe freight-house, were 
referred to the chief. 

The matter of the charges of. Agripina 
Alvarez against Officer Gridley and 
also Chief Glass, as laid over from the 
last meeting, was again presented. 

Chief Glass said he wished not to do 
any wrong, but he believed such charges 
should be sworn to. If these were to 
be received otherwise, then there might 
be no end to the informal charges that 
mizht be presented by persons having 
some petty grievances against mem- 
bers of the force. 

The charges were referred back to the 
woman who had made them, in order 
to give her an opportunity to sign and

heard. Commissioner Weldon expressed 
himself as not in favor of taking a 
great deal of time to hear all of those 
in the delegation, but consented to hear 
from one or two of them. 

Rev. Dr. Bresee was heard on the 
question. He said in behalf of the peo- 
ple on Boyle Heights, who desired to 
have these places kept closed, he hoped 
the board tvould take this opportunity 
to revoke the license. It was a fact 
that many of the school children, and 
especially the girls, while on their way 
to school, went past this place, and 
were gazed at with the lecherous eyes 
of the men who were besotted .with 
whisky. He believed the majority of 
the people on Boyle Heights were op- 
posed to having any saloon there. 

Commissioner Bosbyskell said that on 
the ground that according to the evi- 
dence the saloon in question had been 
kept open after midnight Saturday 
night, and on that ground and that 
alone, he was in favor of revoking the 
license for the place. If such a vio- 
lation of the rules was to be tolerated 
in this case, then some other saloon- 
keeper would perhaps think he could 
just as well keep open that late or a 
little later, and if called before the 
board for it, would be likely to cite to 
this case or similar cases. . 

The Mayor said there was evidently 
much truth in what Dr. Bresee had 
said. While he believed the commis- 
sion ought not to pay too much atten- 
tion to charges made because of spite, 
as those made by the Wickershams 
had apparently been, yet if the people 
in the neighborhood of the place did 
not want a saloon there, it ought not 
to be forted upon them. 

It was finally agreed that the mat- 
ter go over for another week, and that 
in that time the residents and prop- 
erty-owners in the neighborhood of the 
saloon in question would have an op- 
portunity to present a petition for the 
revoking of the license. At the same 
time the proprietors of the place would 
have a chance to obtain the signatures. 
of property-owners and residents to a 
written consent to the continuance of 
the saloon at that place. 

The commission would then be able 
to decide intelligently what ghoOuld be 
done in the matter. 


SALOON RULES. 


The New Regulations Became Effective at 
Midnight. 

At midnight last night the new rules 
for the government of saloons, as for- 
mally adopted by the Board of Police 
Commissioners, went into effect. Copies 
of these rules have been sent to all the 
saloon-keepers. The rules are as fol- 
lows: 

“No entrance shall be maintained 
for use of patrons except those enter- 
ing directly into the room where the 
saloon bar is located. No liquors shall 
be sold or drank in any booth, side 
room, back room, upper or lower room, 
upon the premises or connected by use 
thereto except those where the interior 
is in plain view of the saloon bar. No 
persons other than the proprietor or his 
employees shall be allowed in the sa-

Tenants Share the Cost of Pav- 
ing With Owners. 


Rents Raised All Along the Line—Contractor 
Taylor Withdraws His Bid—People 
Coming and Going—The 
News in Brief. 


The popular impression prevails that 
the cost of paving Colorado street will 
fall upon the property-owners. As a 
matter of fact, the tenants, and not the 
owners of property fronting thereon, 
will bear the brunt of the expense. 

When the paving project. began to be 
agitated in earnest, last spring, The 
Times prophesied that it would enhance 
the value of property on every street 
paved, so that the work, besides effcct- 
ing a much-needed improvement, would 
prove a profitable investment as well. 
A great many of the owners couldn’t 
see it in that light. Some, not all, ar- 
gued that it would work a hardship 
upon them to expend any money in this 
direction, and openly opposed the 
scheme. The proposition to pave Ray- 
mond and Fair Oaks avenues was 
knocked out, not for the reason —— 
that the legal proceedings were faulty, 
but because the owners didn’t want 
to pay for a pavement. Work on Col- 
orado street was only instituted after 
the hardest kind of a fight. On August 
21, after these specifications had been 
finally agreed upon, with all the pre- 
liminary legal proceedings acknovwl- 
edged to be above criticism, and with 
the time almost at hand for opening the 
bids and. awarding the contract, the 
following petition was presented to the 
Council: “The undersigned, property- 
owners on Colorado street, and repre- 
senting the frontage opposite our 
names, respectfully request that, in 
view of the prevailing financial strin- 
gency, the matter of paving said street 
be indefinitely postponéd.”’ 

The petition, which-is cited to show 
the strength of the

The paving project went through, 
however, and now, with the work only 
two-thirds completed, The Times’ 
prophecy with regard to the increased 
valuation, or earning capacity of abut- 
ting property, if you please, is being 
fulfilled in a very striking manner. A 
change has come over the spirit of the 
dreams of the property-owners. In 
other words, they are catching on. 
Rents are going up all along the line, 
seeing which. some of the Raymond 
and Fair Oaks owners are bending all 
their energies to have those streets 
paved, and thereby obtain a very reas- 
onable excuse for elevating the rentals 
on their premises—‘‘Soc et tu um’ (the 
tenants,).as Editor Glover would say. 

The reporter on Tuesday made a par- 
tial canvas of the paved portion of 


' Colorado street. and ascertained that, | 


with few exceptions, the property- 
owners have raised the rent on their 
premises, and have cited the laying of 
the pavement as the prime reason for 
so daing. Here are a few instances: 

Kennedy & Co., grocers, were ap- 
proached on the subject, but rebelled. 
They would vacate the premises on 
thirty days’ notice rather than pay 
more rent. 

Cc. B. Thomas, druggist, recently had 
his rent raised slightly. He, however, 
believes that this was done chiefly on 
account of certain improvements made 
in his store front at his request. 

J. S. Glasscock’s, stationer, rent was 
not raised. His lease’ has not yet ex- 
pired. 

The Natural History store’s one year’s 
lease expired on Tuesday. The pro- 
prietors were notified some weeks ago 
that their rent for the ensuing year 
would be increased about 16 per cent. 

C. E. Weck, druggist, is paying about 
‘as high a rent as any person on the 
It was not raised. His lease 
has not expired. 

Hutchins Bros.’ confectioners, lease 
expired Tuesday. Their rent for the 


__ ensuing year has been raised. 
The lease of M. J. Suesserott, 


_tioner, will not expire until next March. 


She has had her rent raised twice dur- } 


ing the past three years. 

Randall and Twombly, gents’ furnish- 
ing goods, had their rent raised some 
months ago about 30 per cent., chiefly 
on account of the then-contemplated 
paving. 

T. J. Martin, grocer, has a lease that 
runs until next April. “‘But the owner 
will sock it to me then, I suppose,’’ 
said Mr. Martin. when his attention was 
directed to the paving, , 

Gardner & Webster, dry goods, con- 
sider themselves lucky in holding a 
lease that does not expire for a year 
and a half. s 

Dr. Hodge. whose offices occupy the 
second floor of a building, has had his 
rent raised $5 a month. 


~~$Savage & Smith real estate, who oc-

have had their rent raised $5 a month. 


La Spada Bros., barbers, will have to 


Pay more rent on: account of the pave- 
ment.

by any means include all the tenants 
whose rents have been raised. Enough 
has been made clear, however, to in- 
dicate that many of the owners have 
decided to share the- expense of the 
pavement with their tenants, and give 
the latter the larger sharei The ex- 
pense of paving each twenty-five feet 
of frontage on Colorado street, between 


' Raymond and Fair Oaks avenues, will 


amount to about $120. Including the 
cost of paving the intersections, it will 
not exceed $150. In the majority of in- 
stances cited. this amount will be al- 
most, if not entirely, wiped out within 
a year by the increased rentals levied 
on the tenants. The increase in rent 
during the succeeding years will be 
clear gain, all of which goes to show 
that paving pays, if the property-own- 
ers are up to snuff.

Mrs. W. B. Raymond, 
wife of the agent at Norwalk, testified 
that she sold Bowers a ticket to Sana 
Ana from Norwalk on the evening of 
October 16, and in proof of her state- 
ment produced the’ number of the 
ticket as taken from the entry in the 
ticket record book. The razors, cases, 
clippers, shears, etc., found in his shop 
when arrested by Detective Insley, 
were identified by Mr. Drury and an 
employee of his shop as their own prop- 
erty. 

The prosecution having concluded its 
evidence the examination was post- 
poned until this morning at 10 o’clock, 
in order for the defense to secure a 
witness from Norwalk, by whom it ex- 
pects to prove that the young barber 
purchased the property of a third 
party in his shop in Norwalk, during 
the day of the 17th of October.
